THE TREASURY EXPLA- 


NATION.

'With reference to the recent pointed 


comments of several Pacific Coast news- 
>apers, it is stated at the Treasury De- 
mrtment that the reason for suspend- 
ng operations at the Carson City. Mint 
was because sufficient bullion eon!d not 
>e obtained in that vicirity to warrant 
continuing the coinage nt Canon. . This, 
according to the Department's informs- 
ion, was owing to th* fact that the 
>rincipal Nevada mine owners 
have 


referred to ship their bullion direct to 
San Francisco, because they were pec- 
nniarly interested in a large private re- 
Inery there. Director Burchard says 
he rates for purchasing silver for the 
Larson Mint have been fixed from time 
o time at precisely the same figures as 
or the Philadelphia and San Francisco 
Hints, and that whenever it ^ is found 
hat a snfficent quantity of buillion can 
>e obtained to justify operating the 
Garson Mint, the coinage at Carson will 
>e resumed,

>ody. The truth is that there is no show 
'or the Carson Mint so long ns the Supt. 
can only pay 1.16 per ounce, when 
sherman pays 1:16%,
